C am p B o w ie , June 6th.—On Sun­ 
day evening au Indian arrived a t the 
sutler’s store and reported that the In ­ 
dians were fighting among 
them ­ 
selves about ten miles off, aud “Taza” 
had sent him for him for the soldiers. 
Lieut. Henley and party, w ith thirty 
Indian sconts at once started out. 
They returned yesterday w ith the in­ 
formation th at twelve Indians had 
been killed and wounded, four of the 
latter being friendly Indians. Most 
o f“Taza’s” baud came yesterday and 
are now here. An old feud íb said to 
have existed between tbe bands of 
“Taza” and “Sliinpa” and probably 
this caused the fight. 
Generals Kautz and Oakes, with 
Mr. Clum, three troops of cavalry and 
fifty-two Indians, arrived here yes­ 
terday, aud a grand pow-wow will be 
held to-day.

The quarterly statem ents of Gold 
Note Banks of California are at hand, 
post dated May 12th, iu compliance 
with instructions 
from 
Controller 
Kuox. 
Contrary to 
expectations, 
these bands are not m aking the prog­ 
ress desired. Up to the suspension of 
the Natioual Gold Bank and Trust 
Company, their course had been one 
of steady increase. Since then no 
new banks of this character have 
been organized, and some of those al­ 
ready iu existence have been with­ 
drawing a portion of tbe bonds depos­ 
ited at W ashington, and thus reduc­ 
ing their note circulation. The Bauk 
at Sacramento has withdrawn $130,­ 
000; tbe oue at Htockton, $50,000; the 
oue at Santa Barbara, $66,000; and 
tbe one al San Jose, $50,000, making 
a total of $266,000 bonds withdrawn, 
representing a reduction of $236,800 
in the note circulation outstanding, 
independent of the cancelled notes of 
the suspendod bank amounting to 
$760,000 more. 
In consequence of 
causes already referred to, the gold 
note circulation of the coast has been 
reduced about $1,000,000 or over 40 per 
cent, during tbe year.—S. F. Stock Ex­ 
change.

The Evening Repub'ican says, but 
does not mean It, that the Republi­ 
cans of this district have an unexpect­ 
edly favorable opportunity to elect 
their Congressman, this year; and 
then proceeds to charge Congressman 
W ig g in t o n with a number of sins of 
omission aud commission, not one of 
which can be even partially sustained. 
We do not now know who will be the 
Republican nominee. 
We presume 
he will be a man of fair ability and 
good record or no record at all. 
But 
no m atter how good or able he may 
be, he has no more chance for election 
than the depositors of the T e m p le & 
W o r k m a n bank have of collecting 
their money from the Evening E x­ 
press. 
W ig g i n t o n is now serving his 
first term iu Congress, and we believe 
his constituency is entirely satisfied 
with his record. We, of tnis portion of 
his district are content with what he 
has done and w hat he proposes to do. 
A single act of his—that of quieting 
titles in this city—has made him hosts 
of friends and secured him hundreds 
of Republican votes. 
He has done 
what H o u g h t o n never did do, ex­ 
cept about election times—recognize 
the existence of Southern California, 
and he is doing w hat H o u g h t o n nev­ 
er would have done—learning the 
wants of the people of this part of his 
district and endeavoring to remove 
them. W ithout setting up for a pro­ 
phet, we do not hesitate to predict 
that Mr. W ig g i n t o n will be re-elect­ 
ed by a majority of not le9s than .1,000. 
Our belief is th at it will reach 5,000. 
The unexpectedly “soft deal” the R e­ 
publican affects to see in the distance 
is a bit of the usual Republican bun- 
comb. 


Gambling. 


This is an ambiguous term, and 
really difficult of definition. 
If the 
word gambling, as it is commonly ac­ 
cepted, is to be taken as meaning 
taking chances, as the dictionary says, 
playing for money or playing for any 
stake or prize, the man does not live 
who is uot a gambler. 
The San Fran­ 
cisco papers have of late been very 
severe in their comments upon what 
is commonly termed gambling, and 
the Chronicle has censured the prac­ 
tice very severely and condemned the 
State of Nevada for tolerating the 
practice as it does by license. 
It 
isslleged that from gambling, suicides 
and other crimes ensue, and that 
more of 9ueh occurrences come from 
that source th an any other cause. 
This is au error. There are more cases 
of suicide and crime from other causes 
in California th an there are in Neva­ 
da, iu proportion to the population of 
the two States. Men will gamble, the 
law to the contrary notwithstanding. 
The most prominent men in the coun­ 
try, iu a financial point of view, are 
gamblers, in one sense of the word. 


J a y G o u l d , V a n d e r b i l t , D a n i e l 
D r e w , S h a r o n and a host of others 
are gambiers in one sense, and the 
stock games th at they put up are 
much worse than faro, as the ruined 
fortunes of their victims will demon­ 
strate. 
In Nevada the licensing of 
gambling producesan increase ot thir­ 
ty thousand dollars per year for the 
school fund, which is a beneficial con­ 
tribution, and seldem do we hear of 
crime, misery or suicide in that com­ 
munity from this cause. 
How many 
evils do we hear of from speculation 
on California 
street? 
The record 
shows they are multitudinous. Is it 
not better to license an evil, if it may 
be so termed, than to appear to 
frown 
down an existing fact that 
cannot 
be 
removed 
by 
legisla­ 
tion? W e do not propose to defend 
what is popularly termed gambling, 
nor claim that it is not immoral aud 
predjudicial to the public welfare, but 
there should always be observed a con­ 
sistency in all things. Men will gam ­ 
ble—let them pay for their ventures 
by taxiug them by license. I t is real­ 
ly uo more a moral crime to wiu your 
neighbor's money at faro or roulette 
than it is to rob him of his fortune by 
putting up a job on Ophir. 
W e con­ 
sider the latter by far the worse prac­ 
tice of the two. 


Chirles 0'donor.

Last Saturday evening the jury se­ 
lected by the Sub-Committee of the 
Bar Association to decide whether the 
charges and insinuations made against 
Mr. Charles O’Conor, a prominent 
member of

facts, met at the residence of ex-Gov­ 
ernor John A. Dix. 
The jury had lis­ 
tened to the evidence given at the 
hearing of the case in Chickering 
Hall, and had held a secret session 
after the close of that hearing and pre­ 
vious to the meeting on Saturday eve­ 
ning. The jury wascomposed of the 
Rev. Dr. Adams of the Union Theolo­ 
gical Seminary, Howard Potter,Judge 
J. K. Porter, Wilson G. H unt and ex­ 
Governor John A. Dix. 
No one of 
them is a member of the Bar Associa­ 
tion. The evidence taken at Cltlcker- 
ing Hall was again Carefully weighed. 
The decision was unanimous, and a 
report or verdict was written and 
signed by the entire committee and 
forwarded to t he Sub com m ittee of 
the Bar Association on Saturday eve­ 
ning last, fully exonerating Mr. Chas. 
O’Conor from each, every and all of 
thecharges m ade against him. 
As a 
matter of etiquette, the text of that 
report, which i* very brief, covering 
only about six rages of legal cap, will 
not be made public until the regular 
meeting of the Bar Association sarly 
next month.

California Centennial Exhibition. 


The next Industrial Fair of the Me­ 
chanic’s Institute of Sail Francisco 
will be held at their Pavilion on the 
8th of August next. In accordance 
with a written request signed by 160 
leading men of the State, it will be 
gotten up in commemoration of tiie 
Centennial. I t will combine instruc­ 
tion and pleasure, illustrative of the 
progress of the Nation during tne past 
hundred years. Space will be reserv­ 
ed only till the 20th of July. 
A sepa­ 
rate building will be added for the 
machinery, giving 210,000 feet of floor 
room in all. Thirty thousand persons 
visited the pavilion dally for a consid­ 
erable period last year—there will be 
room for m any 
more this season. 
Some Californians will be unable to 
attend the Philadelphia exhibition, 
hence we look upon this movement as 
one which commends the Mechanic’s 
Institute and deserves the co-operation 
of the people. 


Possible Effect of an European War. 


There is some special interest for 
California In the present menace of 
an European war, for if Russia should 
go to war the effect upon the wheat 
harvest of Europe may be consider­ 
able. In that event it is probable that 
a hasty conscription would so deplete 
the Baltic provinces as seriously to 
interfere with the crop prospects. 
In 
the last war with England precisely 
this result was experienced, and we 
know of no reason for anticipating a 
different outcome at present. Just 
now the crop prospects throughout the 
world are exceptionally good, and if 
nothing should oceur to change them 
it mii9t be expected that wheat will 
ruie low. The old saying that what 
is one m an’s meat is a n o tlu r m an’s 
poison applies here, however, is else­ 
where, and it is possible that events 
which threaten calamity to Europe 
may improve the market of California 
producers.— Sacramento Record.

The recognition of the new Sin- 
tan by all the European Powers is now 
considered certain, but it is not be­ 
lieved that he can long keep his ter­ 
ritory intact. The prospect of a gen­ 
eral European war is daily becoming 
more ominous, the result of which 
would undoubtedly be the division of 
Turkey am ong the neighboring Pow ­ 
ers. Austria is now expected to join 
England against Russia, and it is 
hardly probable that France and Ger­ 
many can avoid entanglem ent in the 
struggle.
